Loads of timber from the Austtian Vienm Woods which are being sent 
to Devinska Nova Ves come back from Czechoslovakia the following dag 
in the same freight care as transit goods destined for Switserland, 

and the timber is declared as timber exported from Czechoslovakia. 


Railroad freight cars destined for Czechoslovakia are collected 
during the day et the railroad station in Marchegg. After these 
freight cars are inspected by Czechoslovak personnel and turned 
over to the Czechs, they are attached to the express # 308 which 
leaves Marchegg at 20.50 houre, and transported to Czechoslovakia, 
Czech citizens, working during the day at the Marchegg railroad 
station, leave by this train for Czechoslovakia, They arrive at 
Marchegg svery day at 10.30 hows, The following persons who work 
in Marchegg have been observed!

All are reliable Commmists who control the Czechoslovak railroad 
crews bringing the trains across the border. 


The railroad station Devinska Nova Ves has a large traffie cnpaciiy and 
for this reason also serves as 2 reserve shunting station for Bratislava, 
The tation has 14 rail lines of the umsual length of 3 km and can, there- 
fore, cops with the heaviest traffic. Turing World War IT, 125 ecnplete 
trains ef 60 cars each and averaging 600 m in length were handled daily 

at thie station, and only four rails easily handle] this maximum traffic. 
At the Devinska Nova Ves railroad station there is a loading platform. 40 m 
long, With a large warenouse. Part of the warehouse ise new used by the Cze- 
choslovak shipring company Metrans. A large water works with its own well 
and water tank hase recently been corpleted and beran operation there, The 
construction of the water works started shortly after the escape ef the 
"Freedom Train" from Cheb te tho Western Zone of Germany and is within the 
framevork of security measures intended to prevent similer escapes, Pre« 
viously, Czechoslovek engines had to take on water at Marchegg. 


The following security measures have been intreduead by the Czechoslovak 
authorities on the Czechosiovak side of the ‘order on the reilroad line 
Devinska Nova Ves = Marchegz.( See attachment.) 


a, The state border on this railroad line crosses the railroad bridge 
across the river Morava (March) at the 37.9 km railroad stone, The 
bridge sterts on the Austrian side of the border at the 37.6 im 
railroad stone and ends on the Czechoslovak side at the 38.2 km 
railroad stone. At the end of the bridge on the Czechoslovak side 
is @ guard house where @ rermanent SNB puard of eight men is sta= 
tioned, Their duty is divided so that two SNB men with a cog always 
guard the river bank to the south of the bridge and another two men 
with & dog guard the river bank to the north, Two SNB menbers guard 
both sides ‘of the bridge where they have sentry boxes while the two: 
remaining SNB members are in the guardhouse. The pvards are equipped 
with SMGg and rocket pistols and there are searchlights on the Cze~ 
ehoslovak side of the bridge. ects 


be The key to derailer # 2 which 4s loeuted on the rails before the 
mouth or the bridge is kept in the guardhouse. Ata distance of' 
750 m from the bridge there is a conerete block weighing 3,200 kz 
on the rails, which 1s placed and removed from the rails with a 
hand-oper:ted device by ote of the men designated for this work, 
The men in charre of the barrier live in a concrete bunker near — 
the barrier. To remove the barrier, the handle of the removing 
apparatus mist be turned 680 times (sic), In front of this barrier, to. 
ward Devinskn Nova Ves, is derailer # 1, operated by one of the nen 
who leok after the barrier, 


¢. Trains travelling from Czechoslovakia to Austria are controlled by 
members of the SNB at toe Devinska Nova Ves railroad station. One 
SNB officer accompanies the train as far as derailer #1, He has 
the key to the barrier, while the key to derailer # 1 is in the bun« 
ker, After derailer # 1 and the barrier have been opened, the 


officer telephones to the puardhouse whereupon the commanding officer 
of the evard ovens derailer # 2. " 
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ad. On the bank of the river Morava (March) on the Czechoslovak side, 
there is one conerete bunker about 500 m north of the bridge and 
another to the south, These two bunkers, as well ag other similar 
bunkers in the area, were built in 1938. At the end of March and 
at the barinning of April 1952, these bunkers were cleaned, white~ 
washed and newly camouflaged, On the bank of the river Morava 
(March) on the Czechoslovak side, strips of bushes abeut 10 m leng 
have been planted at about 30 m intervale, Barbed wire barriers 
or fences are not being built in this area.
